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Summary of Helos from the Far Gast. 
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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The mail delivered this morning brings advices from Yokohama 
to the 10th February. The outward mail of December 4 reached 
that port on the 28th January. The following summary of poli- 
tical news is from the Japan Herald :— 

The most important event of the fortnight has been the appear- 
ance of notifications from the foreign representatives of England, 
France, and Prussia, announcing the termination of the strug gle 
between North and South, and the withdrawal of the Neutra lity 
Notifications, which were published last year. Thus is the Mi- 
kado's victory virtually acknowledged, and the misguided men 
who remain yet in arms at Hakodadi have now to learn that their 
cause is hopeless and their doom sealed. Scarcely less interest- 
ing is a translation of a series of sentences which have been de- 
creed by the General Council of the Empire against those princes 
and nobles and their retainers who were most conspicuous in their 
appeal to arms against the authority and rule of the Mikado. 

hese documents are no less remarkable than interesting on ac- 
count of the clemency displayed by the advisers of the Mikado 
towards those who raised the standard of revolt and so persistently 
resisted the supremacy of their sovereign at the expense of their 
country’s wealth and commercial prosperity. 

An extra number of the Yedo official Gazette was published on 
the 24th inst., giving copies of the sentences nounced on all 
the Daimios hitherto in rebellion against the Mikado. The sen- 
tences are preceded by an Imperial edict declaring them to be the 
result of a discussion in the House of Assembly, formed of 
Daimios’ representatives, declaring further that the Assembly, 
with almost unanimous consent, had adjudged the whole number 
of the offenders, and especially the Prince of Aidzu, to have in- 
curred the penalty of death, but that the Mikado, in consideration 
of the way in which that Prince had been brought up—that is, 
in ignorance of affairs like so many of his com and seein, 
that his chief retainers were responsible for his acts, had resolve 
to spare his life. 

The sentences vary in severity, from those of the two Princes 
of Aidzu and the Daimio Hayashi Higo no Kami, whose territories 
are entirely confiscated and themselves condemned to life-long impri- 
sonment, down to that of the Daimio Midzuno Idzumi no Kami, 
who is merely to confine himself to his house until further notice. 
Righteen Daimios lose a greater or lesser portion of their revenues, 
this penalty being accompanied by a change of location, which in 
each case means the exchange of fertile for unfertile territory. 
Each of the twenty-five, except two, retire altogether in favour of 
a relation, to be presented hereafter to the Mikado for investiture. 
Only Yonezawa and Horie Sakio Noske, to the early defection of 
the former of whom the success of the Government is in some 
measure to be attributed, are allowed to hand over the succession 
to their own sons.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Suananat, Feb. 16, 1869. 

On the 3rd instant the M.I. steamer Phase arrived with the 
French mail, followed on the 5th by the English mail of the 18th 
December, and telegrams to the 9th January. On the 13th the 
P. M. 8. 8. Company’s steamer Costa Rica brought the San Fran- 
cisco mail of the 4th January, with London telegrams to the 3rd 
only. 

The Chinese New Year holidays, which terminated on the 13th 
inst., put a stop to business for some days, but both natives and 
foreigners have since recommenced with increased vigour, more 
especially as the mildness of the season in the North warrants the 
expectation that the Peiho will open ata very early date. It is 
stated that four steamers have already been engaged full for 
Tientsin, the Ying-tsze-fei being destined to lead the way. 

The discussion on the supposed candidates fur Minister at Pe- 
king is now reduced to the respective merits of Sir Harr Parkes 
and Sir Edmund Hornby. Opinion runs on Sir Harr ; but it is 
believed that the Home Government will be afraid to appoint

Ata meeting of the local branch of the Asiatic Society, held 
on the 9th inst.,a report on the condition of the Yellow River 
was read by Mr. Ney Bias, F.R.G.S., who has himself made a sur- 
vey. The shifting of the Channel has desolated a large tract of 
country, whole villages have been submerged, and the fields have 
been destroyed for agricultural urposes. This result was due to 
a gradual rise in the bed of the river, uncompensated by any 
attention to the embankments. It would appear that the cata- 
strophe will recur, for the present bed is silting up with amazing 
rapidity. It is now ascertained that the river is navigable from 
its mouth, in the Gulf of Pecheli, to Tsi-nan-fu, the capital 
of Shantung. This represents a distance of about 200 miles. 
There is from five to seven feet of water on the bar at low tide, 
and a good anchorage outside, well protected by shoal, 

It is reported that M. Brenier de Montmorand is about to Tew 
turn to Europe, the post of French Consul here being temporarily 
filled by M. Dabry, who is now incumbent at Hankow. 

Mr. Thomas Falls, Superintendent of the Chinese Arsenal at 
Shanghai, has, together with his senior assistants, Messrs. Steven- 
son, Mellwrath, and Rolls, received high rank from the Regency. 

The Yangtsze is unusally high at present, the water standing 
twelve fect above the level of this time last year. The traffic by 
steamers continues unabated. 

In addition to the steamer ordered by Messrs. Trautman and 

-» managers of the North China Steam Company, to be built in 
England, the Union Company (now running on the Yangtsze) are 
about to contract for a vessel there, to be built under the su 
intendence of Captain McQucen, who leaves the Shanghai Com- 
pany, worked by Messrs. Russell and Co., and joins the Union, 
under Messrs. Glover, Dow, and Co. It is also stated that the 
Shanghai Company will keep up their fleet in future by adding 
iron and ‘not wooden steamers. It has long been a matter of sur- 
prise that they have not done so before, as iron hulls are im- 
mensely superior to wood for fresh water, the rotting of wood 
being a serious drawback. The truth is, however, that they have 
had to increase their wooden ships by buying up opposition boats

From Chefoo the diggers are escaping as quickly as possible, to 
the intense delight of the peaceable inhabitants, both native and 
foreign. The wonder now is how a number of men, without appli- 
ances of any kind or visible resources, contrived to exist for so 
long, but I imagine the villagers in the neighbourhood have been 
the sufferers. The miners are carefully disarmed before they are 
taken on board an outward bound vessel, and one shipmaster has 
already refused to take them under any circumstances. It is stated, 
but there has been no confirmation of the report, that placards 
have appeared at Chefoo calculated to excite ill-feeling against 
foreigners, and that the Consuls have appealed to the Taotai for 
redress. 

The only news from Tientsin is of the exceptional mildness of 
the season, so that the ice is expected to break up during the first 
week in March. A correspondent of the Vorth China Daily News 
thus describes the possibilities of Tientsin trade :— 

“Should the revision of the treaty give us the right to open the 
coal and iron mines, work them on scientific principles, and give 
us roads to them, there is no place in China I know of would bene- 
fit so much as Tientsin. The whole country to the north is full 
of minerals, the finest steam and gas coals, iron, silver, gold, and 
other minerals. Shansi, also, about 55,000 square miles in ex- 
tent, and of which Tientsin is the seaport, is full of iron and 
coal, and other minerals. The iron is said to be equal to the best 
Swedish, and the coal is brought to Tientsin for silver and gold 
refining, on account of its great heat. With a railway to Ta-yuan, 
the capital of Shansi, the wool, tallow, hides, &., of Mongolia 
would find a ready outlet-—brought down by the Yellow River 
and its affluents to the foot of the mountain which divides Ta-yuen 
from them. Or these articles from Mongolia might be brought 
even on a more direct way—via the rich coal mines of Chaitang 
and neighbourhood, where are also mountains of iron ore. There 
is only one low range of mountains between Chaitang and Mon- 
golia in that direction, and they are pretty level on the top ; 80, 
all the intervening country being level, Tientsin is the outlet from 
these countries in both directions ; and with roads from them to 
it, it would, and I have no doubt will, be the most important trad- 
ing city in China.” 

Paking letters announce extraordinary gaiety amongst foreign 
circles at the capital, parties, dances, amateur theatricala, and 
fancy balls, following one another in bewildering succession. A 
rumour is current that a eunuch caught indulging his Imperial 
Majesty with a pipe of opium has been beheaded, and the naughty 
Emperor perhaps “ tan-tan-ed ” by his outraged mamma.

The following additional items of news are extracted from various 
local papers :— 

We understand that one of the immediate results 'of Mr. Bur- 
linghame’s announcement in New York that the Chinese were 
holding out their arms to missionaries to come and plant the 
shining cross on every hill and valley has been that the American 
missionary societies have been touched by a sense of duty to the 
heathen, and are sending out a large body of missionaries with, 
we presume, a shipload of shining crosses. Mr. Burlinghame’s 
rhetorical zeal undoubtedly outran his discretion in this case, and 
we hope that the new band of crusaders may not meet with a 
brickbat welcome. 

A curious rumour reaches us from Peking. It is reported that 
the young Emperor was astonished to find one of the chief eunuchs 
of the palace smoking opium. The Monarch requested to be 
allowed to try a pipe, and the effects were such as might have 
been expected. While suffering from the sickness consequent on 
his oxcess, the Queen mother surprised his Imperial Majesty, and 
immediately took prompt measures. The eunuch was beheaded, 
and a fresh proclamation against the use of the drug was circu- 
lated throughout the country. Several copies of the edict have 
reached Ningpo, and are exciting much attention amongst the 
natives of that city. 

We understand that the new treaty between the United States 
and China has reached Mr. Consul-General Seward by the present 
Pacific mail, for transmission to Peking. 

It is stated that placards have appeared at Chefoo, calculated to 
incite enmity towards foreigners, and that the Taoutai has been 
applied to by the consuls to explain matters. Wo belicve it is 
customary for miners taking passage to Shanghai to bo disarmed 
on going on board a vessel, and, indced, one captain refused to take 
them under any circumstances. 

We hear that Mr. G. II. Noetzli, of the Imperial Maritime Customs 
Service, is about to take leave of absence to Kuropo, and that Mr. 
J. K. Leonard succeeds him as Deputy Commissioner in charge of 
the Returns Department. Mr. Noctzii deserves every eredit for 
the admirable manner in which he has performed his duties, and 
with the weight of trade reports and returns from all the open 
ports of China upon his shoulders, to summarise and prepare for 
the press, his position must have proved no sinecure. 

Information has been received from Szechuen of the murder of a 
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French missionary, who was attacked at the altar in his chapel, 
and after his hands and feet had been cut off, was finally beheaded. 

We regret to have to record the sudden death of Mr. George 
Beck, Vice Consul for Denmark, a gentleman much respected by 
the community. He was found dead in his cabin on Foard the 
China, in which he was about to proceed to Hong Kong. 

A Consul General for Italy arrived by the French mail; and 
a house No. 12, Peking Road has been taken as the Italian Con- 
sulate,

HONG KONG.

This 
is another example, we presume, of the Burlinghamo “ shining 
cross” arrangement, the utter falsity of which has been demon- 
strated in a manner totally unforeseen by the envoy or his backers 
at Peking when he left on his mission to all creation. British 
subjects will watch with much curiosity the line taken by the 
French Minister. It is possible that the pacific instructions sent 
to Sir R. Alcock were framed to accord with the views of France, 
and that similar directions have been given to the representative 
of Napoleon III. at the Court of Peking. None, however, out 
here would be sorry to see France step in and exact a material 
guarantee from China for the frequent outrages which ooour 
under the sanction of her officials, for Great Britain must 
follow suit in such a case. The result of the murder alluded to 
may be a total change within a few months of all foreign relations 
with China ; a change which we for one would be heartily rejoiced 
to see brought about. 

Three men have been arrested at Macao on suspicion of being 
the perpetrators of the murder of Mr. Holworthy. Their capture 
is stated by the China Maz to be due to the efforts of Mr. D. R. 
Caldwell, in his capacity of manager and adviser for the licensees 
of the gambling farm. 

The Tons Kong and Whampoa Dock ae y held an extra- 
ordinary general meeting on Feb: 19, Mr. W. Keswick taking 
the chair. The object of the meeting was to obtain a vote from 
the sharcholders, authorising the removal of the company’s chief 
engineering establishment from Whampoa to Aberdéen. The ex- 
penses attending this change were estimated at 15,000 dols., and, 
after some discussion, the step was authorised. The memorandum 
of accounts submitted to the mecting was very satisfactory. It 
showed for the seven months ending 31st January, 1869, an ex- 
cess of earnings over liabilities and expenditure of nearly 44,000 
dols.

cruise. The Algerine shaped her course for the southern extremity 
of the island of Hainan, and after a four days’ run under sail 
arrived off Nychow, the principal town on the coast. Nothing of 
the Jonge was known at this place. After leaving Nychow the 
Algerine steamed along the east side of the island, touching at 
several places, but no trace of the French ship was found, nor were 
the inhabitants able to give any information on the subject. 

No pirates were met with, and the Algerine then roceeded to 
Tun-peck, where she arrived on the 26th January. H.1.C.M. gun- 
boat Zienpo was lying at that port, and her captain, Mons. De 
Longueville, informed Lieutenant Grey that the French mail from 
Saigon had passed a boat with the letter “M” on her bows, bot- 
tom up, off the entrance to the Tonquin Gulf. It is to be feared 
that it was all that remained of the ill-fated Le Monge. Captain 
De Longueville informed Lieutenant Grey that the coast about 
St. John’s Island was infested with eae who had their head- 
quarters in the island of Ton-qua, and that it was his intention to 
burn their villages on his return voyage. The Algerine left Tien- 
peck on the 30th of January, and having called at Hui-lin- 
sun and Namoa, arrived off Ton-qua Island on the morning of 
the 2nd of February. Having procured a guide from a fishing 
junk, Lieut. Grey and a party of twelve men and one officer landed 
at a part of the coast calied Timah. Here they found four large 
piratical snake-boats drawn up on the beach, close to a hut which 
had evidently been lately abandoned. This was set fire to by 
orders of the Mandarian who accompanied the party, and while 
proceeding to destroy the boats a rapid and well directed fire was 
opened on them from some rocks about three hundred yards off. 
Lieut. Grey immediately directed his men to advance in skirmish- 
ing order, and as they approached the pirates retreated up the 
mountain, which was covered with rocks and boulders. The 
men pursued them with great spirit, keeping up a shar 
fire with their Snider rifles, but owing to the difficul- 
ties of the ground were unable to come up with them. 
Having destroyed the boats, the party proceeded to the 
village of Chunglah, which was supposed to be piratical, 
but on arrival there the Mandarian would not authorise its being 
attacked. It being then dark they returned on board the ship. 
Next day the same party again landed at a place called Yuising ; 
here they found some snake boats and a hut, which they destroyed ; 
while doing so they were again fired on by a small party of pirates, 
who immediately retreated to the hills. On the morning of the 
5th, when getting under way to proceed to Macao, two men in a 
sampan hailed the ship, and said they had only just escaped from 
the hands of pirates, who had captured their junk on the north- 
east side of the island. The gunboat having arrived near the 
place indicated, Lieutenant Grey, aecompanied by two officers and 
sixteen men, proceeded on shore in the junk they had released 
some days before. On nearing the shore they observed the junk 
they were in search of, as also another, both of which were in the 
hands of pirates, who abandoned them immediately they saw the 
party approach. Having brought the junk to an anchor, and 

eaving one officer and four men in charge of her, Lieu- 
tenant Grey, with the remainder of his party, pursued the 
pirates up a narrow creek, where they had retreated, but owing 
to the shallowness of the water were obliged in a short time to re- 
turn. They then boarded the junks which had been captured, and 
found their crews down below with heavy guns placed over the 
. hatches. Having released them, and it being then dark and the 
: tide very low, Lieutenant Grey decided on remaining on board 
with his party during the night. Next morning they again landed 
and proceeded up the same creek as the night before. As they 
advanced they observed scouts running before them, and in a few 
moments a heavy and well-directed fire was opened on their front. 

This the men returned, and two or three of the enemy were ob- 

served to fall. The pirates then advanced on Lieutenant Grey’s 

small party, but soon retired under the quick fire from the Sniders. 

Some distance further up the creek they found a number of large 

snake boats heavily armed, which they destroyed, and then re- 

turned to the junk and proceeded on board. During those 
five days they destroyed five piratical huts, twelve “ snake ” 
boats, some from sixty to seventy feet long, brought away three 
gone, spiked six, destroyed nearly three hundred pounds of powder, 

rought away twenty-one muskets, four “ gingalls,” thirteen spears 
besides a large quantity of other small arms, and liberate and 
gave up to their owners four junks with valuable cargoes. The 
work was done by the men in severe weather, and under consider- 
able difficulties, landing in a heavy surf on one occasion, and up 
to their waists in mud on another. During the whole time the 
men worked with indomitable spirit and energy, and when fired 
on stood their ground coolly and firmly. 
_ It having been ascertained that all the piratical boats on the 
island had been destroyed, the Algerine proceeded to Hong Kong 
on the 8th inst. Lieutenant Grey, his officers, and men deserve 
much praise for their exertions.

SINGAPORE. 

Advices from Singapore extend to the 2nd March. The English 
mail of Jan. 15 arrived outon the 18th Feb., and the French mail 
of Jan. 21 on the 23rd Feb., the latter conveying London telegrams 
to Feb. 12; via Calcutta the latest London telegrams reached to 
Feb. 18. 

The Straits Times gives the following as a summary of the 
fortnight’s news :—On the night of the 16th, or the morning of 
the 17th February, a disastrous fire broke out in Commercial- 
square, in a large store, and by day dawn the whole store, to- 
gether with the office and all the plant of this paper, which was 
above the store, and the building occupied by the Oriental Bank 
Corporation, which was next door, was totally consumed. The 
origin of the fire, and when it broke out, are unknown. The 
Straits Times office was covered for 10,000, dols., the store for 80,000 
dols.,and the Oriental Bank building for 33,3u0 dols. The pro- 
prietor of the Straits Times lost everything—all his books, accounts, 
types, printing presses, printing paper, lithographic and book- 
binding stock, and all the files of the paper, but temporary arrange- 
ments have been made for the publication of the paper until a 
new stock can be procured from home. A Milner’s safe, it is tobe 
noted, proved practically worthless, its contents being all charred 
and half consumed, while one by Price, of Wolverhampton, pre- 
served all its contents in comparatively good order. 

The alarm was not given early, and much valuable property by 
which might well have been saved, was in consequence destroyed. 
There was great delay in getting the fire engines to Play, and 
the hose of one of the steam engines having burst, only one 
steam engine was available. This is the second destructive fire 
which has taken place here during the last six months, and in 
view of this, and also of the inefficiency generally witnessed, of 
the measures taken to master a fire, steps have been taken for the 
formation of a European fire brigade. 


The Session of the Legislative Council for this year was opened 
with the usual ceremonies in the Town-hall on the 17th February, 
andthis Excellency the Governor delivered his customary s 
Various highly interesting papers were laid before the Council. 
The most important of these are papers regarding Government- 
house and the finances of the colony. An extraordinary and 
almost incredible miscalculation has been made in the estimate 
of the cost of Government-house. Instead of 100,000 dols., it will 
cost 150,000 dols., and probably a good deal more. The finances 
of the colony, according to the Auditor-General’s statements 
and figures, are in a satisfactory state. The community gene- 
rally are strangely incredulous on this point, and entertain un- 
easy apprehensions of the wastefulness and extravagance of the 
local Government, and, we may add, of the Colonial-office. Time 
alone] can show whether these apprehensions are groundless or 
not; but meantime it may be noted that the Auditor-General as- 
serts that on the 31st of December, 1869, there will be a probable 
balance to the credit of the colony of 38,576 dole Altes paying 
the eneire cost of the new Government-house and the new steam 
vessels, 

At the first meeting of the Council nothing occurred of much 
interest after the delivery of the Governor's speech. The Attorney- 
General introduced and read a first time several new Bills, and a 
committee was appointed to report upon Government-house. 

The Council met again on the 24th ultimo, and a smart discus- 
sion is reported to have taken place regarding the financial state- 
ments of the Auditor-General. The absurd, and, we believe, 
illegal standing rule of the Council, which excludes the repre- 
sentatives of the press, prevents our giving any particulars. ‘The 
Hon. W. H. Read criticised the mode in which the estimates were 
framed, especially the manipulation of the items for convicts— 
these items being put down as cash actually received, when not 
one cent had been reimbursed by the Indian or other Governments. 
The report of the Select Committee upon the new Government- 
house was submitted, and a further vote of 40,000 dols., proposed 
ao by the official members, to complete the same, was 
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It is rumoured that the Hon. Dr. Little has tendered the resig- 
nation of his place‘in Council to H.E. the Governor, finding him- 
self unable, from other pressing calls on his time and attention, 
to attend to his duties as councillor. The retirement of Dr. Little 
will be a sensible loss to the Council, and one difficult to replace. 
One of the oldest residents in the Settlement, Dr. Little has tho- 
roughly identified himself with its interests and rosperity. We are 
curious to learn who Dr. Little’s successor isto be. It is said, we 
know not with what truth, that the seat has been offered to three 
of our merchants, and has been refused. Very properly so, too, if 
it be the fact, as stated, that the condition of supporting all 
measures initiated by Government was attached to the office. We 
are glad to see our merchants have spirit enough to disdain 
being dummies, or dumb dogs obedient always and thankful for a 
crumb from the official table now and then.

STRAITS, CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

YoxouaMa.—This branch of trade continued to exhibit great depres- 
sion ; and quotations were again lower than those of last mail. The great 
fluctuation in the value of native currency and the near approach of the 
annual holidays made natives very cautious in their operations. Grey 
Shirtings had steadily declined, and very little business is reported. Best 
Eagle Chop, 8} Ib. goods, had been sold as low as $2.724 per piece. 
Cotton Yarn: Some considerable transactions had taken place at the re- 
duced quotations, and the market closed firm. Quotations:—G. E. Grey 
Shirtings, 7 lbs., 884 yds. 89 in., per piece, $2.40 to 2.50; 8! lbs., do., 
$2.70 to 2.75. G. E. White Shirtings, $2.40 to 3.20. T-Cloths, 6 Ibs. to 
7 Ibs., $1.65 to 2.20. Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16-24, per picul, $45 to 45}; 
28-82, $47 to 48. Camlets, BBB and §, per piece, $15 to 16; Blankets, 

r lb., $0.60 to 0.60. Iron, flat and round, per pical, $3.0 to 3.50; Lead, 

6.50 to 7.0. 

Hioco anp OsakA.—Cotton goods generally had been in fair demand, 
and an advance had been obtained for Grey Shirtings and Turkey Red 
Cloth, stocks of which were well nigh exhausted. In Woollens and 
Woollen Mixtures a fair amount of business had been done, nearly all 
descriptions participating. Metals in less demand and transactions insig- 
nificant. Raw Cotton.—Sales to some extent had been made, but enquiry 
had since fallen off, and the market, notwithstanding relief afforded by 
re-shipments to Yokohama, closed weak. 

SHanaual.—Cottons: Up to the 9th February a limited business in 
theee goods was transacted ; since when no sales of any consequence had 
been effected. Grey Shirtings: Up to the close of the market, business 
was done in 8} lbs. at Tls. 2.0 to 2.0.8, and in 7 lbs. at ‘Tls. 1.8.0 to 1.8.8. 
Since the receipt of telegraphic advices from London, advising a firmer 
cotton and goods market, importers had been asking higher pricea, and the 
nominal quotations for 8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings were Tls. 2.0.8 to 2.1.8. 
The native dealers not being about, no sales had been effected. White 
Shirtings: Very few had changed hands. T-Cloths: In less demand, 
prices about the same as those last quoted. Drills were in but small in- 
quiry, and Fancy Cottons, generally, were dull of sale. Woollens and 
Worsteds—Spanish Stripes: A few parcels had been sold at slightly better 
rates. Other descriptions of Woollens and Worsteds were neglected. 
Coals: Without any transactions whatever to advise the market, prices 
for Coals remained nominally at last quotations for all descriptions. 
Arrivals since 1st February, 2,195 tons from Australia and 600 tons from 
Formosa. 

Hanxow.—The business in Cotton Goods, with the exception of 8}Ib. 
Grey Shirtings, had been on a small scale, but without much change in 
values. Woollens generally had been neglected, and few sales were re- 
ported. Grey Shirtings: The inquiry had been chiefly for best makes of 
84 Ibe., which had been in fair demand throughout the fortnight at 
Tis, 2.1.0, The market closed firmer, and quotations were—TIs. 2.0.5 to 
2.1.2; 7 Ibs. had again declined, Tis. 1.8.0 to 1.8.3. White Shirtings: 
66 reed goods had been in small request at previous rates. T-Cloths : 
Moderate sales had been effected at Tis. 1.7.8 to 1.8.0 for 7 lbs., and 
Tis. 2.1.5 to 2.2.0 for 8 lbs. The stock was large. Drills were again 
lower; American, Tls. 4.2.5 to 4.3.0; English, Ts. 4.0.0 to 4.1.0. Fancy 
Cottons, and most descriptions of Wollens and Worsteds had been with- 
out any inquiry. Scarlet Long Ells were slightly firmer, and Spanish 
Stripes in moderate demand at firm rates. 

Hona Kona.—We extract the following from Messrs. Olyphant and 
Co.’s Circular, dated 22nd February :—The festivities attendant on the 
China New Year and the annual races caused an almost total suspension 
of business during the greater part of the period under review, but lat- 
terly the generality of native dealers have resumed business, and the re- 
sult of last year’s operations, as a rule, having been more or leas favour- 
able, have shown a greater desire to replenish their stocks, and this has 
led to an advance in value of almost all descriptions of merchandise, im- 
porters being well aware that these stocks are mostly light. Cotton Yarn: 
Nos. 16 to 24 find a moderate degree of favour at an advance of $2.50 
per bale, but a concession of an equal amount has had to be made to induce 
purchases of thehigher numbers. Piece Goods: Purchasesamounting tosome 
40,000 pieces 8.4 lb. Grey Shirtings were made by a foreign house during 
the early part of the interval at $2.75 to 2.80 per piece, which gave tone to 
the market, and sales have since been made to native dealers upon similar 
terms, though some importers are holding for still higher figures. About 
4,100 pieces damaged have been placed at auction at proportionate rates. 
7ib. Grey Shirtings are wanted at a further advance of 5 cents, but there 
are few sellers. T-Cloths are up 5 cents per piece, and 6 and 8lb. goods 
sell readily at the advance, but there is little doing in 7lb., which are 
in large eupply. White Shirtings are enquired for, and stocks being very 
limited, a material improvement in prices has to be noted, especially in the 
better qualities. Of the sales reported, a portion have been made “ to 
arrive.” Turkey Reds, Assorted Brocades and Spotted Shirtings are also 
dearer. Quotations for American Cottons are still quite nominal, the

materially higher rates. 1,000 pieces 80 yard Dutch Jeans have been 
sold “to arrive at $4.05 per piece. Woollens: These, tov, with the ex- 
ception of Blankets, have been participated in the general improvement, 
though the improvement, on the whole, is not so marked as with 
Cotton goods. Scarlet Long Ells are attracting some attention from their 
comparative scarcity, and are 20 cents dearer, while Assorted are up but 
10 cents, nominally, no sales having been made. Best makes of Spanish 
Stripes still find buyers, but inferior are quite neglected. Blankets are 
not wanted. Crape Lastings are very firm, and Lastings and English 
Camlets a trifle dearer. Sales of the latter embrace 100 pieces S.S., 480 
do. 8.8.8. and 180 do. B.B.B. Dutch Camlets are wanted at an advance 
of $1.50 per piece. Metals; Nail Rod Iron is advancing, and best Bar is 
10 cents per picul dearer. Hoop is quiet. Wire firmly held at enhanced 
values. Lead still finds favour, and has further materially advanced ; 
there is now no L.B. in stock. The emall arrivals of Tin have been 
eagerly taken at quotations. Tin Plates are without change. Quick- 
silver firmer. Coal: Arrivals have been 820 tons Welsh, and 700 do. 
Sydney. The only sale bas been 200 tons West Hartley, ex godown, de- 
livered on board ship at $11 per ton. Ginseng: Sales have been 19 caskg 
Crade at $125 to 150; stocks are very light, and holders firm, pending 
the arrival of farther supplies now due. The current quotations were aa 
follows :—Cotton Yarn, No. 16 to 24, per bale, $120 to 127; 28 to 83, 
$129 to 188.50 ; Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., per piece, $2.387$ to 2.45; 8.4 Ibs, 
$2.60 to 2.80; White Shirtings, $5; T-Cloths, grey, $1.84 to 2.80 ; Long 
Ells, H Scarlet, $8.20; Camlets, SS Assorted, $16.25; AAA Assorted, 
$17.80; Iron, Nail Rod, $2.90 to 2.95; Hoop, $2.95; Round, Square, and 
Flat Bar, per pical, $2.75; Lead, per picul, $8.10 to 8.25; Coals, English, 
per ton, $10; Welsh, $11. 

Sincapore.—The Chinese dealers had resumed business, the holidays 
having closed, and there had been more activity in the market for Cotton 
goods; telegrams of the firmer tone of quotations at home haying 
strengthened holders, prices generally had advanced and had an upward 
tendency. Grey Shirtings, 39 in. 8} lbe., had been in good demand, at 
firmer rates, and a fair business had transpired at $2.75 to 2.88 per piece ; 
7 Ibs. had also advanced about 5 cents per piece, but sales have been 
small; 6 1bs. were scarce, and no transactions are recorded. Madapollams 
in limited inquiry, stock light. T-Cloths of all descriptions had risen 
about 5 per cents per piece; there had been a brisk demand for 6 Ibs., and 
several clearances were noticed; 5 lbs. had been in limited request, tha 
lighter weights were very scarce; 7 lbs. had met with a moderate in- 
quiry. Dutch Drills firmer, stock very light, sales of English Drills 
are noted. Grey yarn, No. 40, in good inquiry, and business to some 
extent had transpired at firmer prices; No. 303. scarce, no sales reported, 
lower numbers dull of sale. White Shirtings of medium reeds still in in- 
quiry, the lower qualities more difficult to place at full rates; finer goods 
also in rather less request. Imitation Irish linens in some inquiry. Cam- 
brics more active; considerable supplies had come forward, and several 
sales of fine goods made under Jast rates; No. 24s. placed at ahout pres 
vious prices. In Dyed Goods there had been a moderate business 
doing. In Woollens, Camlets had been sold at slightly firmer rates. 
Bombazettes were in limited inquiry. A sale of Scarlet Long Ells is 
noted. Metals had been more active. Bar Iron had been placed to 
some extent at low rates; Nail Rod was rather firmer, a moderate business 
having transpired. Pig Lead advanced in value, and much wanted. 
Yellow Metal firmer ; there had been a speculative demand, and the stock 
was in few bands. Gunpowder difficult to place. Coals unchanged ; Car- 
diff in demand, and transactions reported at about last rates; a carga of 
Scotch coals sold at $74 per ton cash; West Hartley without inquiry,

TEA. 

Yoxouama.—The Tea market since the departure of the last mail had 
been inactive, and settlements were very small, not exceeding 500 piculs, 
which had been made at last quotations. No reduction can be noted in 
prices, although dealers had shown a little more willingness to sell, wish- 
ing to realise their stocks before the new year. Stocks were very light, and 
supplies were coming forward scantily. The Alcyone, for New York, had 
sailed with 645,183 lbs. The Brilliant and John Norman were the only 
vessels loading, the Solent having been taken off the berth. Current 
quotations :—Common, $19 to 28 per picul; good common, $24 to 25; 
medium, $26 to 28; good medium, $29 to 32; fine, $34 to 87; finest, 
$388 to 89; choice, $40 to 42. 

Hrogo anp Osaxa.—A considerable amount of business had been done, 
and settlements were about 3,200 piculs, the greater portion of which were 
made at previous rates; but in some instances purchases had been effected 
at Rios 2 to 4 over last quotations. There was little on offer, and the 
market cloged strong with an upward tendency. Stocks were estimated at 
about 2,000 piculs, 

SHanGHaI.—Black: There had been but a very limited business during 
the fortnight, only one parcel of three small chops having found a buyer. 
Prices remained unchanged, and natives continued to hold with extreme 
firmness; Settlements for the fortnight, 486 chests; Resbipments on 
owners’ account, nil; stock, 16 chops, or 4,302 chests. Green: In this 
description also there had been very few transactions, nor was any active 
demand looked for until holders accepted a considerable decline. The 
fortnight’s settlements consisted of 4,221 half-chests medium to fine 
Teenkai and Moyune, at Tis. 34.5.0 to 39.5.0; 793,half-chests Fychow, at 
Tis. 27.0.0 to 29.5.0; 1,086 boxes Pingsuey, at Tls. 36.0.0; and 1,151 half- 
chests Shanghai and Kiukiang-packed, at Tls. 25 to 31, showing no change 
in quotations; settlements for the fortnight, 6,436 half-chests ; re-ship- 
ments on owners’ account, nil; stock, 97 chops, or 53,227 half-chests. 

Kiuk1ana.—One chop, of 236 chests Congou, had been settled, but no- 
thing had been done in Green Teas, A few chops of Blacks and about 
4,200 packages Greens had come to hand, and been forwarded to Shanghai 
on native account. 

Foocnow.—The mail steamer not having arrived at Hong Kong, ad- 
vices are only to the 8th of February (four days later); the only settle- 
ments had been 409 chests Congou, and 450 boxes Scented Tea. There 
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had not been any further arrivals from the country, and the atock of 
Congou was reduced to 1,600 chests. The Metaris and Lady Belmore 
had sailed for Sydney, but their cargoes had not been circulated. The 
Chanticleer and Henry Grenfell were loading slowly for London. 
Amoy.—About 6,000 packages Oolong had been settled, reducing the 
stock on offer to about 26,000 half-chests. Rates were slightly higher, 
and the market closed very firm. The John C. Munro, John Worster, 
Ferdinand, and Auguste Frederich were loading for New York, and another 
vessel was shortly expected from Hong Kong to load for the same port. 
OCanron.—No transactions had taken place. 


SILK. 

Yoxouama.—Arrivals had been very stnall; and the quality of stocks 
was very inferior, little or no fine Silk being on offer. This, combined 
with the effects of bad news from the home markets, had reduced business 
to a minimum, and settlements did not exceed 200 bales. Prices had ruled 
irregularly; some parcels seemed dearer, others cheaper, but seeing the 
small number of transactions and the generally inferior quality, it was 
difficult to make much change in quotations. It may be noticed that 150 
bales had been sent back to Osaka, and the interior for home consumption. 
The current quotations (laid down in London at exchange 4s. 54d.) were 
as follows :—Hanks—Mybash, Sinchu, &c., extra, none; best, 37s. to 
88s.

Hio@o anp Osaka.—The business at both these ports had been ex- 
tremely limited. 

Suancuat.—The following is from Mesers. Skeggs and Co.’s Circular, 
dated 16th February :—Business has been entirely suspended during the 
fortnight, owing to the combined influence of the China new year holidays, 
and a report that private telegrams have been received quoting chop 
thirds 27s. 6d., so that there are actually no settlements, although we 
place them at 150 bales, which represent about 100 bales shipped at the 
close of last mail on native account, 17 bales by the steamship Diomed, 
and a few left over for the present steamer. Quotations are left un- 
changed, but we may expect to see some reduction for ordinary silks on 
the renewal of business. 

STRAITS PRODUCE. 

Srnaarornz.—There had been some excitement, owing to telegrams of 
flactuations on the home market. Black Pepper was bought to some ex- 
tent early in the fortnight, but since the arrival of the French mail no- 
thing had been done, as dealers were asking a considerable advance and 
shippers were not eager to buy until more certain advices were received of 
the prospects of the home market. A large business was done in White 
Pepper at $10 to 10.20, but the telegrams by the French mail, quoting 
9}d. per Ib., caused a considerable advance; a parcel had been 
bought at $11.60. Gambier had been quiet and the rate steady 
at $2.80; it was coming in slowly, about five hundred tons had 
been contracted for. Tin commanded higher rates, owing to the advices 
of a further advance in the China markets; there were few buyers, 
Pearl Sago remained nearly the same as last quoted. Sago Flour un- 
changed, market rather weaker, but the Jast telegrams had caused rates to 
close firmer, a fair amount of business having transpired. Coffee had 
been taken up at an advance on last quotations; supplies of Bontyne 
were small. Cloves scarce, and in some demand. Cubebs firmer, and 
supplies small. Hides rather easier. Horns in some demand, and main- 
tained high rates. Gutta Purcha of good quality was readily taken up 
at full prices. India-rabber scarce and in good request. Camphor had 
been sold at higher rates. Rattans in good demand, and prices unchanged

DOUGLAS LAPRAIK, ESQ. 

We regret ‘to record the death of Douglas Lapraik, Esq., late of 
Hong Hong, and one of the oldest and best known residents in the 
colony. After an uninterrupted sojourn of twenty-eight years in Hong 
Kong, Mr. Lapraik returned to this country in the year 1866, being 
then apparently in good health. Although retired from active business 
pursuits, he by no means lost his interest in the colony, but while the 
state of his health permitted, was one of the most active members of 
the Hong Kong Association of London. In the course of last year, 
however, signs ofan insidious internal disorder manifested themselves i 
the case was some time since pronounced a hopeless one by the highest 
medical authorities. Life was prolonged to the utmost, by the inces- 
sant care taken to mitigate his sufferings, which were very acute, in 
every possible manner ; but he ultimately sunk from the exhausting 
effects of bis illness, on the 24th instant, at his residence, “The Oaks,” 
Acton. The event, although not unexpected, haa excited a feeling of 
deep sorrow among a large circle of friends here, and will be received 
with general regret in Hong Kong and elsewhere. This announcement 
will have been anticipated in China by telegraph. 

The funeral took place on the 8ist ultimo, at Highgate Cemetery, 
and was attended by a very large number of the friends of the de- 
ceased gentleman. Among others were several prominent residents 
in Hong Kong, including Messra. R. Jardine, Whittall, Sutherland, 
Heaton, &c. Altogether there were from 100 to 150 persons present— 
a large attendance for a private funeral. 


CAPTAIN RODERICK DEW. 

This officer, so well known in China, died suddenly while in com- 
mand of H.M.S. Northumberland, one of the ironclad squadron now at 
Lisbon. The Army and Navy Gazette says:—‘' Her jesty the 
Queen has lost a valuable servant, and the service of a popular man, 
in Captain Roderick Dew, R.N., C.B., who, at the comparatively 
early age of forty-six, died a day or two since at Lisbon. hen we 
last week announced the fact that he was unable to proceed to sea im 
his ship we had very faint hopes of his recovery, as we were perfectly 
assured that nothing but sickness almost unto death would have kept 
go zealous an officer as he was from the discharge of his duty. C) 
have before us a letter from one who knew him for the space of a quarter 
of a century, and who is able almost better than any other man in the 
Navy to pass an opinion and an culogium on the merits of the deceased. 
The writer says, ‘Poor Roderick Dew is dead, to my great gricf; he 
was one of the very finest fellows who ever troda quarter deck.’ This 
is multum in parvo, and willingly do we bear our testimony to all that 
can be said in praise of one who was a thorough seaman, a smart officer, 
anda true friend. It is to be hoped that the Admiralty will convey to 
Vice-Admiral Sir Thomas Symonds an expression of sincere regret 
with which their lordships have received the intclligence of the loss 
which the country has sustained by the removal from this life of one 
whose career had been marked with brilliancy, and which promised so 
well for the future. The feeling expression of ‘ Poor Roderick Dew!’ 
will find a re-echo in many a breast.’’

COAL IN THE FAR EAST. 

Ir has long been a matter of wonder to the uninitiated 
that such immenee shipments of English coal should be ne- 
cessary to the Straits and China, when plentiful supplies of 
this fuel were known to exist in Labuan, Formosa, and Japan. 
Of course, the series of disasters that attended the working 
of the Labuan mines, under the unlucky company now 
winding up, prevented any substantial benefit being derived 
from those extensive coal-fields, and Japanese exclusiveness 
for the first few years precluded the aid of foreign engineer- 
ing and machinery to work the valuable mines in the 
vicinity of Nagasaki; so that Japan coal, although plenti- 
ful enough, was but poor stuff, being all from the surface. 
So that for the general purposes of steam navigation in those 
Eastern waters neither Labuan nor Japan coal was of much 
value, and the demand had to be supplied almost entirely 
from Great Britain and Sydney. This state of things, how- 
ever, does not seem likely to last much longer, and in view 
of the possible exhaustion of our English coal-fields in the 
course of a few generations (a possibility, by the way, which 
& year or two ago was looked on with serious anxiety, which 
has of late in some measure subsided), it is a good thing to 
know that the largely increasing requirements of our Eastern 
possessions will soon be supplied from sources more easily ac- 
cessible. From Labuan we hear excellent accounts both of in- 
creased rapidity of production and improved quality of the coal, 
which bids fair in a short time to be quite equal to that obtained 
from Australia, and superior to the Formosa or other China 
coal ; of course we cannot say much at present as to the 
produce of the Chai-tang mines, although an improved 
method of working, and proper means of transit to the coast, 
may eventually show those mines to be even more valuable 
than they are represented. In Japan, too, laudable efforts 
are being made to produce a better quality of coal, and 
(in one oase, at least,) with every prospect of complete 
success. The Takasima mines, near Nagasaki, are situ- 
ated on an island, the property of the Prince of Hizen, 
and have been worked in a superficial sort of way for 
the last ten years, producing, even under these unfavour- 
able circumstances, some 15,000 or 20,000 tons annually, 
of a quality considered the best in the country, and pro- 
nounced by engineers in H.M.’s Navy, after careful trials, to 
be in most respects equal to the best Newcastle coal. The 
primitive system of working adopted by the natives causes 
the galleries to be frequently flooded with water, and gave 
rise to other difficulties of so serious a nature as to result in 
the temporary abandonment of the mines. The Prinoz how- 
ever has lately leased the island to an English firm (Messrs. 
Gover and Co.) for a long term of years, and a shaft is now 
being sunk under the superintendence of an English engineer 
upon the most approved modern principles ; powerful pump- 
ing machinery is aleo being erected, and the best coal in the 
island —the deepest beds, which were quite beyond the 
reach of the natives —will shortly be brought into the Naga- 
saki market. We understand that this new shaft had reached 
a dept of ninety feet some two months ago, and the “ coal 
measures ” had then been reached, so that by this time the 
“black diamonds” are probably coming to the surface in 
large quantities. The cost of it, as supplied to vessels at 
Nagasaki, will probably be about 5 dols. per ton, and the 
trade will doubtless soon be a large one, and give a fresh 
impetus to the prosperity of Nagasaki.

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THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

Nor many months since we likened the dwellers in the 
Straits to the frogs in the fable, who, being discontented with 
King Loa, got King Srorx in his place, and found that they 
had, after all, hardly improved their position. Since then, 
every homeward mail has brought a “ growl,” more or lees 
deep, against Governor Orp, who, if half that is said of him 
be true, must be a bird of prey before whom the fabled stork 
would sink into insignificance. There has hardly been a 
single act of Sir Harry Onp’s, since his assumption of the 
reins of Government, that has been received with satisfaction 
by the Colonists ; and if we pass in review a few only of the 
principal grounds of complaint against him—putting aside 
some of his measures as of merely doubtful wisdom, and 
many others as trivial—it must be owned that there is ample 
cause for the discontent they have aroused. The threat to 
deprive Singapore of its character as a free port—to destroy 
its trade, in fact—was never put into execution, for its folly 
was quickly recognised, and the intention as readily repu- 
diated ; not, we suspect, without some sacrifice of that pre- 
cious commodity which proverbial lore places at the bottom 
ofa well. But bya long list of apparently trifling measures, 
all bearing upon the trade and shipping of the port, Go- 
vernor ORD soon managed to do serious harm. Tho 
Passenger Act, the introduction of compulsory pilotage, 
the tax on native ceremonies, and other oppressive mea- 
sures, hampered the freedom of foreign and native com- 
merce, and these were but a prelude to the gross outrage 
on justice comprised in the new dogma regarding the status 
of the foolonial judges. Then came prodigal expenditure 
of the Colonial funds—its resources being already on the 
wane—on a palatial residence for the Governor, and a steam 
fleet of absurdly exaggerated proportions, apparently only 
useful for the Governor and his satellites for yachting pur- 
poses. We observe that at the celebration of the fiftieth an- 
niversary of the Settlement the Governor positively stated 
that the revenue was increasing, and would be amply suffi- 
cient to meet the expenditure; whereat the colonists mar- 
velled, but appeared satisfied—at least so the Straits Times 
says. We are not inclined, however, to put much faith in 
this assertion ; and, even supposing it should prove true, that 
does not justify the reckless prodigality of the Government. 
The whole question of Colonial Governments is one that needs 
a thorough and searching examination. Not only in Singa- 
pore, but in every Crown colony similarly administered, the 
Governor is a despot, the Legislative Council his puppets, and 
the entire system a disgraceful mockery. 


TELEGRAPHS IN THE EAST. 

In our issue of the 22nd ultimo we took occasion to sugs 
gest to the Foreign communities of China and the Strait- 
Settlements the feasibility of a scheme for connecting them- 
selves by a line of telegraph with Iudia, which we cousidered 
might be accomplished by a company formed in China to lay 
a cable—on Mr. VaRtey’s inexpensive plan—from Galle. 
Ten days later we received advices from Singapore to the 
effect that the project brought forward by Mr. W. H. Reap 
a couple of years ago for connecting Moulmein by a land line 
with the Straits Settlements, Bangkok, Saigon, and Sumatra 
is by no means dead, though it has apparently been sleeping 
in the interval. It seems that the “Eastern Asia Telegraph 
“Company, Limited,” has obtained some valuable concessions 
from the neighbouring Powers, whose territories would have 
to be traversed, and that their plans have been formally sub- 
mitted to, and approved by, the English and Indian Govern- 
ments. The only thing now wanted is the capital, and 
the Straits Times informs us that this difficulty will 
be obviated by an arrangement ith the Telegraph 
Construction and Maintenance Company of a somewhat 
similar nature to that entered into by the British In- 
dian Submarine Company, namely, that payment for the 
construction of the line shall be taken in shares. The 
first action to be undertaken will of course be that along the 
Malay Peninsula, but that once accomplished, extensions to 
China and Japan will be easy. The project of the Eastern 
Asia Telegraph Company has our earnest wishes for its 
speedy accomplishment and future success; but we still 
adhere to the opinion that a light submarine cable from 
Galle to Penang and Singapore, with subsequent extensions 
to China and Japan, would be found both practicable and 
profitable, without diminishing in any appreciable degree 
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the value of the proposed land lines to connect Bangkok, 
Saigon, and the Straits with the Indian system. In the 
Penang Gazette we read that Colonel FrrcHe proposes that 
a system of submarine cables be laid by the Indian Govern- 
ment to connect Saugor, the Cocos, Taory, Bangkok and the 
Straits Settlements ; a very complete and satisfactory plan, 
no doubt, upon paper. But we have little faith in anything 
undertaken by the Indian Government. It is to independent 
capital and the enterprise of our merchants in the Far East 
that we look for a satisfactory extension of the Telegraphic 
system ; and they will surely find it as remunerative as they 
have already found banking and insurance. 








COCHIN CHINA. 


Tus French authorities in Saigon have determined to carry 
out a certain number of improvements of public utility. 
The communal receipts are estimated to amount this year to 
£22,160, and in eighteen months they will, we are told, be 
augmented by £8,320. The authorities have voted the ap- 
plication of a portion of the funds to the following purposes : 
—The construction of a market in iron, covered with tiles, at 
the cost of £120 ; the laying of the most important streets 
in granite and Hong Kong sand ; the purchase of a set of 
decorations for public fétes ; the establishment of a morgue ; 
the construction of sewers and foot pavements ; the search 
for good drinking water, and the establishment of wells, re- 
eervoirs, and public fountains. Finally, the Municipal 
Commissioner proposes to ask the Council for new cre- 
dits for the formation of a large place in form of a 
cross, on that part of a Grand Canal which is now being 
filled up, and on the Gallivard Canal. According to the 
arrangements made all these works may be commenced im- 
mediately, or nearly so, and will, say the Paris journalists, 
present one of the rarest instances of such considerable im- 
provements executed out of the ordinary revenues of a town 
without an appeal to the public for funds, or the creation of 
taxes or other exceptional resources. We congratulate the 
good folks of Saigon upon the lighting, cleansing, and beau- 
tifying of their town, and especially on the possession of a 
set of triumphal arches, flags, and illumination lamps for Im- 
perial fétes, the more particularly that, apparently, they are 
to have them free of expense. We wish some of our Go- 
vernors were as economical— other matters,” however, to 
paraphrase the old quotation, “ not being equal.”

NORTH GERMANY. 
{PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamevee, March 27, 

The opening of the Federal Parliament at Berlin followed 20 closely 
on the prorogation of the Prussian Chambers as to cause much incon- 
venience to many gentlemen who are members of both, and were thus 
precluded from returning to their homes, even for a flying visit. The 
chief debate that has hitherto taken place was on the motion made by 
Herr Lasker, to secure freedom of speech, and prevent members from 
being prosecuted for their utterances in Parliament. He made a simi- 
lar motion in the House of Representatives of the Prussian Parliament 
and carried it; but asthe Bill was subsequently lost by the opposition 
offered to it by the Upper House, he was now induced to bring it for- 
ward as a general measure, not only for the Federal Parliament, but 
for all the Legislative bodies of the States composing the North German 
Confederation. His motion waa to the following effect :—‘‘ No mem- 
ber of any Legislative body belonging to the States of the North 
German Vaion can ever be made responsible or be prosecuted before 
8& judicial tribunal, or otherwise, for his vote, or any expressions he 
may make use of in the conscientious discharge of his Parliamentary 
duties.” The motion was seconded by Count Bethusy-Huc, who said 
that the abuse of free speaking was bad enough ; but being dragged 
before a court of justice and punished for it was still worse. err 
von Mallinckrodt was of opinion that the question could not be mooted 
or discussed in that House, as it was a domestic subject between the 
Government and Parliament of Prussia, and the Federal Parliament 
was not to be considered asa Court of Appeal for all the separate 
States of the North German Confederation. Count Bismark took a 
similar view of the question, and expressed himself in opposition to 
the measure. He made a long speech, but did not state his views 
very clearly, so that it is difficult to discover what his real sentiments 
were, many considering him in favour of the motion, and others 
as opposing it. As Chancellor of the Confederation, and Head of the 
Bandesrath or Federal Council, the Count has no seat or vote in the 
House, though entitled to speak and take part in the debates, so that 
the division gives no clue to bis opinions. It being considered a knotty 
and important subject, the President ordered a nominative division, 
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when each member answers to his name and gives his vote. On this 
occasion the motion was agreed to and passed by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of 140 to 51 votes, which elicited great cheering from the Liberal 
side of the House. The third and last reading of the Bill took place 
on the 18th inst., when Count Bismark was prevented by illness from 
being present, and the debate was not of long duration, the principal 
arguments having been exhausted on both sides at the second reading. 
The division showed another triumphant majority in favour of Lasker's 
motion, which is thus definitively carried, and the subject set at rest. 

Referring to my remarks in my last letter on the subject of encou- 
raging the German sailors to resist piratical attacks, I have to add that 
the Senate of Bremen instituted a searching investigation of the case 
of the Lesmona, and ascertained that only five of the original handa 
that sailed in her from Bremen were on board at the time of the 
attack, and they all were willing to fight, but were overruled by the 
rest, who had been picked up in different ports, and formed a motley 
‘assemblage of nationalities. Two of the five have since returned to. 
Bremen, and received the assistance they had a right to claim from 
the Sailors’ Union, whilst a third who is still abroad hag had money 
sent him to enable him to come home. 

From St. Petersburg we learn that the young Japanese who had 
been sent to Russia for their education have been recalled by their 
Government as since the death of the Shiogoon their remaining abroad 
is considered as useless expense. Only one of them is still in Russia, 
who has acquired great fluency in speaking and writing the language. 
As he now pays his own expenses he intends to remain at St. Peters- 
burg for some time longer to complete his education. 

The fur trade in Russia has now assumed great dimensions, as might 
be expected since there is no country in Europe where peltry is more re- 

uisite or in such general use, everybody from the Emperor down to 
the rudest peasant being clothed in fur for the greater part of the year. 
The stock of the ladies absorbs a large capital that is locked up and 
requires constant attention and looking after. Last year were imported 
from Siberia and Russian America no less than 10,027,000 skins of 
various sorts of the value of 4,652,500 roubles. Among those were 
109,000 sablea, 350,000 ermines, six millions of squirrels, 150,000 bieams, 
6,100 black foxes, 54,000 white ditto, 45,000 red ditto, 15,000 lynx, 
1,700 bear, 6,000 wolf, 4,000 otter, 1,200 sea otters, 30,000 beaver, 
180 seals, and two million hares. 


COMMERCIAL. 

The tea market is rather weaker and prices are a trifle in favour ‘of 
buyers, who however come forward pretty freely. Of the two cargoes 
lately arrived from China direct 110 chests of Congou, 365 do. Sou- 
chong, and 61 do. Pecco were sold by the importers. Other parcels 
taken include 1,000 chests Congou of different qualities, 150do. Pecco, 
240 do. Caper, and 300 do. Gunpowder. The market at present con- 
tains a very good assortment of Souchong. Cassia lignea continues in 
lively demand at 13} to 183 ach. beo. Pepper is again higher, Singa- 
pore sells readily at 43 to 4 13-16, white fetches 84 ; of Penang there is 
none in the market, and the stocks of all descriptions are much re- 
duced. For cleaned rice there is more inquiry, but rough is quite 
neglected. The high prices demanded for spelter have tended to 
check business, and the only transaction to report is one of 500 centners, 
special markg, at 14 marks 9 sch. beo. in loco. The nominal quotation 
for ordinary marks is 14.4 to 14.5, for loco and spring delivery.

HOLLAND.

‘(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RorrerpaM, March 27. 
The members of the Second Chamber of the States General have left 
the Hague for the Easter recess. In the last sittings the Ministry was 
several times interpellated upon current questions, the principal ques- 
tioners being Messrs. Sypesteyn and Insinger. The first named asked 
for some particulars about the actual state of our colonies on the West 
Coast of Africa. The Minister answered that he could not say much, 
because he had submitted a proposition for the approval of the King, 
but he nevertheless stated that the situation was so bad that strong 
measures would be necessary. Mr. Insinger interpellated the Cabinet 
to obtain some particulars respecting the rumoured railway question 
between Holland and France. Mr. Foek said that he had refused to 
ratify the contract cencluded between the Dutch and French railway 
companies, and that he would probably, at a future opportunity, bring 
the question before the House. It is rumoured here that all these 
railway questions must tend to the establishment of a commercial 
1 e between France, Belgium, Holland, and some other States. 
mn the 18th inst. a meeting was held of the shareholders of the Rot- 
terdam Bank. The praeibal question discussed was, whether the three 
new directors should be appointed before or after the settlement of the 
new statutes. The debate was very lengthened, and now and then- 
very animated, and it was finally resolved that the appointment could 
not be.delayed, because the present managers were to be discharged at 
the close of the present month. The result of the voting was that Mr. 
Muller was appointed by 619 against 182 votes, Mr. Canters by 525 
against 231, and Mr. v. d. Kors by 625 against 126 votes. These ap- 
pointments do not at all prejudice resolutions about the reorganisation 
of the bank, which may be carried afterwards, the three gentlemen 
having declared that they would submit themselves to all resolutions 
voted at the general meeting. The discussion upon the alterations of 
the statutes then ensued, and ten shareholders were elected to join the 
commissaries and the new managers in the task of revising the draft 
of the new statutes. This commission will lay its report before the 
shareholders at a fature meeting. By one of the shareholders it was ., 
positively asserted—and his opinion was not contradicted—that neither 
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the commissaries nor the meeting had any right§to impose further calls 
on the shares before the second and third series are placed. 

The Staats Courant publishes a Royal decree by which the Paasage- 
money for functionaries of the State returning from or going to India 
is decreased. It is generally thought that this Royal decree will make 
a very bad impression in India, and that it will augment the opposition 
in our colonies against the present Minister of the Colonial Department. 
The passage-money was formerly so liberal that a considerable balance 
remained in the hands of the passenger, whilst it is now reduced to a 
sum only sufficient for a passage by a first-class vessel. The Arn- 
hemsche Courant defends this decree, but at the same time thinks it 
necessary that the pay of Indian functionaries should be increased, and 
that they should be subject to the same rule as is applied to civil and 
military functionaries in British India. 

H.M. has discharged honourably and on his own demand the major- 
general of the East India army, Mr. J. A. Waleson. 

H.M. the King returned some days ago from his seat het Loo to the 
Hague. It is asserted that the Royal family will visit Amsterdam soon 
after Easter. 

It seems probable that Mr. N. Olivier will be elected M.P. at Zuid 
Horn, to fill the vacant seat of Mr. Reinders,

Corrzx.—The result of the Trading Company's auction was very 
satisfactory, an advance of 2c. on the valuation being paid. Good 
ordinary greenish Java is now worth 384c. The merket closes very 
firm, with a lively demand. The private transactions include 6,133 b. 
Java, ex Bato, Australie, Vyfvrienden, Anth. van Hoboken, Jagon ; 
1,363 b. Padang, ex Julie and Peking; 3,495 b. Java, ex Mary God- 
dard ; 925 b., ex Chili; 974 b. do., ex Friesland; 500 b. Java, ex 
Bato ; 600 b., ex Waterloo en Tweelingen. 

Svuaan (Raw).—The result of the Trading Company’s auction held 
on the 16th, and at which 70,055 mats were offered, was not go satis- 
factory as was expected. The whole quantity, however, was sold at 
it above the November prices for brown and yellow sorts, and at 
if. for the white sorts. Since the auction there has been a steady de- 
mand, and the following parcels have changed hands:—5658 mats 
Passaroeang, ex Noord Brabant ; 480 mats do., ex Krimpen a/d Lek ; 
880 mats Samarang, ex do. The prices paid did not transpire. The 
stock in bond was, on the 15th, 40,422,545 kilo.

Srices.—There is a good demand for fine qualities, but holders de- 
cline to operate without an advance, so that only 18 casks mace have 
been sold.

Trx.—The transactions have been of no importance, but nevertheless 
there is a further advance, Banca being quoted 81f. and to deliver out 
of the forthcoming auction 82f.

FovancraL.—The market for atocks and shares closed rather strongly, 
and the tone of the quotations is firm. The easiness of the money 
market, the expectation that the supplies of capital will be full for 
some short period, and the favourable prospects of politics stimulate 
purchases.

NEW YORK MARKETS,

The total receipts of tea from China and Japan in the United 
States from the lst January to the 11th March, 1869, were as follows ; 
—Greens, 4,284,485 Ibs. ; Ja ans, 2,542,474 Ibs.; Souchongs, 691,514 
Ibs.; Oolongs, 1,671,382 Ibs. 3 other sorts, 204,500 lbs.; total, 
9,394,305 Iba. The stock on the lst January was 9,577,014 Iba. ; 
which, added to the above total, gives a result of 18,971,319 lbs. 
Subtracting from this total the exports from 1st January to the 11th 
March, 446,555 Ibs., and the withdrawals for home consumption during 
that period 9,606,425 lbs., there remains a total of 8,918,339 Ibs., re- 
presenting the stock on the last-named date. 

The following is from Messrs, Beebe Brothers’ Circular, dated 12th 
ult. :—We have to note a moderate business only, in green tea, since 
the 26th ult., at prices showing 2 to 8 cents decline on medium and low 
grades. Fine to finest kinds are more wanted by the trade, and for 
these quotations are better maintained. Sales reported from first hands 
since our last, 6,250 half-cheats, 13,500 half-chests Japan have found 
buyers d the fortnight, at unchanged prices, chiefly from the 
cargoes ex Yokohama and Grenadier. For these, however, as well as 
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for nearly all classes of tea, the market closes inactive, with a tendency 
to lower quotations. Oolongs are very little inquired for, and sales are 
limited to 2,600 half-chests new crop, ex Nellie Hastings and Havelock. 
Old crop goods are neglected, and a farther concession in prices would 
be necessary to effect sales to any extent at the moment. No farther 
supplies have reached us from the produce markets since our last.

It 
is not very t, for the manufacturers are for the most part fairly 
stocked with previous purchases; and business itself, although con- 
tracta for and sales of manufactured goods bave been largely made, hag 
not been very remunerative. But there is an improvement, and 
coming a8 it does with the news of a better feeling and more activity 
in the London market, we trust it may be the commencement of a 
better and steadier business than we have; had during the past few 
months. Pricesare steady, and as there isa firmer feeling on the part 
of the importer to hold for higher prices, there is little disposition 
shown to force gales. 7

Previous experience is somewhat against this class of silk ; and, though 
we may always expect to see some demand when the difference in price 
is not disproportionate, we shall also expect to see the standard usual 
ree] again in favour. Japans have been a little more inquired for, and 
fine Koshu and Mybash have been selling freely, but the market is 
fairly stocked and the demand at present is light. Canton Re-reeled 
have remained quiet during the past month, and sales have been made 
at low prices. During the past few days there has been a decidedly 
firmer feeling on account of the purchase of several outside lines, and 
prices are firm at quotations.

THE MERCHANT SERVICE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Dear Sim,—I have read with great interest an article in your issue 
of November 18th, 1868, headed “ Disasters at Sea.” 


So fully agreeing with the contents thereof, and knowing the sad tale 
these statistics teach us, I ask you to lend your aid to lessen this loas 
of valuable life and property, by drawing people's attention to the 
same, and to the ‘‘Merchant Shipping Bill,” which, from press of 
business during the two last sessions, is still in an uncompleted state. 

On the 20th February, 1867, a number of influential gentlemen 
met at No. 1, Adam-street, and formed themselves into a com- 
mittee for improving the condition of merchant seamen, and asked 
all conversant with the subject to aid them by their experience and 
advice. A vast amount of valuable information was thus obtained, 
and that considered worthy was then published in the form of a pam. 

hlet named ‘‘ Report of the Committee of the Society for Improving 

erchant Seamen ;” Messrs. Mitchell and Sons, Charing Cross. The 
labonrs of the committee having ended, a deputation waited upon the 
Duke of Richmond, on the 30th March, 1867— Admiral Ryder, the 
chairman, drawing attention to the general purport of the report. 
His Grace stated that his predecessor had prepared the outline of an 
amendment to the Act, which embraced very many of the pointa 
touched upon in the report, and he hoped to introduce the Bill in the 
Lords shortly; he was also much impressed with the great national 
importance of the whole subject. 

His Grace shortly afterwards carried a small Bill in the Lords, treat- 
ing of lime juice, and stowage of stores in the forecaatle—stating it waa 
only from want of time that he had hurried this m to engure 
the Bill becoming law. Mr. O’Beirne then appealed for a total revision 
ofall former Acts. Mr. Cave, in reply, stated that it was the intention of 
the last Government to go thoroughly into the matter; upon this Mr. 
O'Beirne withdrew his motion. In 1868, from preas of business, the 
Bill was ordered to stand over. This is the present position of affairs, 

I also forward my opinions upon the matter, derived from a practical 
knowledge of the subject, they having been deemed worthy of notice 
by the press, the committee mentioned, and others to whom the subject 
is familiar, The letters contained in the report, from most experiened 
men, are well worthy of perusal.

The directors of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China have decided to recommend to the shareholders at the 
general meeting, on the 21st April, a dividend for the half-year 
ended 31st December last at the rate of 6 per cent, per annum, free 
of income-tax. 

The Agra Bank (Limited) and the committee of shareholders of 
the Agra and Masterman’s Bank (Limited) have respectively 
issued their reports to be presented on the 14th of April. The 
former announces the payment of dividends completing the pre. 
ferential dividends arranged by the articles of association to be 
paid out of profits for two years, and states that £3,136 remains 
to be appropriated in augmentation of the assets of the Agra and 
Masterman’s Bank. The report of the committee of shareholderg 
of the latter shows that the assets have not realised so much as 
was expected but still congratulates the shareholders that by the 
arrangements with the resuscitated Agra Bank they were enabled 
to meet their liabilities without the pressure of heavy calls, 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Tanjore, from Southampton on the 20th inst., was, in gold, to Galle, 
£77; to Bombay, ‘£14,550 3 to Madras, £288 ; to Calcutta, £120; 
in silver, to Bombay, £27,500; to Singapore, £5,700 ; to Hong 
Kong, £24,896 ; total in gold, £15,035; in silver, £58,096. 

The Directors of the Oriental Bank intend to Propose, at the 
meeting on the 22nd inst., a dividend of 6 per cent. for the half- 
year ended the 31st of December. 

The failure has been announced of Messrs. William Dickinson 
and Sons, cotton manufacturers and loom makers at Blackburn, 
with liabilities estimated at about £70,000. 











BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns of imports and exports for the 
month of February have been issued. The following shows the 
declared value of the exports of British and Irish produce and 
manufactures for February in the last three years :—February, 
1867, £14,446,072, February, 1868, £14,340,979, February, 1869, 
£13,485,026, This comparison exhibits a falling off of about one 
million, as compared with February, 1867 and 1868, so that the 
hopeful inferences suggested by previous Board of Trade issues 
are in a measure dissipated. The principal decline is in cotton 
yarn, cotton piece goods, linen yarn, woollen yarn, and haber- 
dashery, while most kinds of iron show an increase. For the first 
two months of the last three years the exports are stated as 
under:— Two months, 1867, £27,232,914, two months, 1868, 
£26,593,667, two months, 1869, £27,106,140. 

As regards imports, the chief feature was the extraordinary 
increase in wool, of which the month's imports, chiefly from 
Australia, are stated at 28,955,427]bs., against 8,234,925lbs, in 
Feb., 1868, and 12,095,898 lbs., in Feb.,1867. The present returns 
give the “computed real value ” of the Principal articles imported 
in January, which was as under :—Jan., 1867, £10,069,755, Jan., 
1868, £9,489,492, Jan., 1869, £11,493,405. This comparison shows 
that we are importing and consuming foreign produce upon an 
increased scale; and this, if continued, is likely to be attended 
with an unfavourable effect upon the money market,
